portion of the vehicle in order to create a lighted security zone in the area. Therefore, 
Applicant respectfully submits that Claim 1 21 is paicntably distinguishable over German 
Docujnent 3635473 or Japanese Document 61-1 88242 alone or in combination or in 
combination with any other reference of record.

Accordingly, Applicant rcspcctftiny submits that Claims 141-147, 151-155, 
157-179, 183-187, 190-2J3, 217-221, and 224-245 are allowable and should be allowed 
along with Chiims 115-117, 123, 124, 128, 148-150, 156, 157, 180-182, 188, 189,214-216, 
and 222-223. smcc they depend from the allowed claims. Claims 1 15-1 17, i 23, 1 24, 1 28, 
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148-150, J56> 157. 180-182, 188, 189, 214-216, and 222-223 incorporate all th limitations 
of the sub-combinatioji base claim; therefore, they are no longer properly restriciable from 
Claims 141, 172, or 206, respectively, Accordingly, Applicant respectfully solicits a Notic>e 
of Allowance of al I claims.
